TEARING DOWN AND BUILDING UP 


“It’s easy enough to tear down a house; but try to 
BUILD one.” That is of course true. And because the 
hardest thing in the world to build is CHARACTER and 
it is, at the same time, the easiest to lose, the world looks 
askance at irresponsibles who, because of the power of 
speech or the pen, use that power to utter half-truths 

- and innuendoes which do almost as much damage as if 
they were true. 

Honest criticism doesn’t hurt anyone. It should help. 
And surely if a great oak tree were to develop a rotten 
spot the horticulturist who cut out the rotten spot and 
replaced it with cement cannot be censured for “tearing 
down” the rotten part if he makes the whole tree well.

| Tornado Is Most Frequent 
ter; Causes Heavy 


Loss of. Lives 


What type of disaster occurs 
most frequently in the United 
States? 

This question is answered from 
the relief annalsof the American 
Red Cross, which show over a 
Period of years that the tornado, . 
or cyclone ae it fs called in some 
sections, is the most frequent 
and claims a heavy toll ‘of life. 
It swoops almost without :warn- 
ing, and in the terrifig whirlpool 
of its fierce winds it destroys all 
in its-path. ay 

The Red Cross gave relief in 
44 tornadoes in eighteen states 
last year. The tornadoes killed 
326 persons, injured 2 ,755 and the 
Red Cross gave aid to 21,788 who 
were homeless, injured or other- 
wise victims of the storms. 


Glass That Bends; Both 


Bullet and Stone Proof 
Unbreakable glass is said to’ have 
been invented 2,000 years ago, An 
artist appeared before Tiberius with 
@ glass cup which he dashed on the 
ground. It was not broken but 
merely dented like a piece of metal. 
Then he hammered the cup back in- 
to shape with a mallet. Tiberius 
asked if anybody else knew the se- 
cret, and when the inventor an- 
swered “No,” had him beheaded lest 
this Wonderful glass should deprect- 
ate the value of gold! 


Now the secret whieh died with 
{ts discoverer so long ago has been 
again sevealed in Germany, where 
glass has been produced ' with 
neither splinters nor breaks. To 
test it three adults used a long 
sheet of 9-50th of an inch thickness 
@s a see-saw, and the glass is re- 
ported to have shown an elasticity 
similar to that of Righly-Goexible 
steel. 


As a further test, a heavy steel 
ball was dropped from a height of 
10 feet on the glass without leaving 
any impression.
